Capt. Dammann, 27 vears old, 
was a graduate of Soldan, and en-| 
tered the balloon service at Meramec.

|Omaha, Neb., where he served as 
}an instouctor of aeronautics until 
ithe close of the war. 


This was the second balloon flight 
from St. Louis that had a tragic end- 
ing. ‘On Sept. 28, 1879, John Wise, 
a professional aeronaut, and Georg» 
Burr, a young bank teller, ascended] 
in a smal) balloon from Lindell Park, 
| near Grand and St. Louis avenues 
No tidings ever came from the aero- 
inauts, but 25 days later Burr's body, 
divested of coat and boots, which! 
'were doubtless cast from the balloon, 
las b2llast, was washed ashore from 
Lake Michigan. Trace of Wise was 


never found.

Balloon Apparently Leaking. 
"We were at a height of about 
/ 4000 feet, trailing the guide rope in 
the lake, and were watching Dam- 
‘mann through our field glasses. He 
i'was at an altitude of ahout 15,000 
| feet, a half mile north of us, and his, 
‘balloon appeared as if jt had been | 
| leaking, as it was not as fully in- 
flated as our own. Ours had leaked 
steadily the first eight hours of the 
| Taee and moisture from the dew had 
evidently stopped the leaks. 

“Di-ectly ahead of Dammann was 
a huge storm cloud, covering an 
area of several miles. He appeared 
to be trying to avoid it. Below, him 
were other clouds and he could not 
see the lake. We could sec him 
.thruugh the lower clouds because he | 
‘was in the sun. 

“About 11:45 a. m., just as we, 
‘| were rounding a corner of the storm | 
cloud, which we avoided by taking, 
‘a lower air current, we saw Dam-| 
‘mann suddenly start to descend rap-. 
‘idiy. He was partly in the storm, 
cloud, which would have caused | 
sudden contraction of his gas, caus- | 
ing a quick descent.

That, from the Missouri point of 
View, was the significant thing about 
a session of which an outstanding 
feature was/ra spirited debate be- 
tween the two Missourians in, the 
Senate. It was the first time .that 
Senators Spencer and Reed had di- 
rectly clashed on the floor of the 
chamber. Each took a position at 
Variance with that of the controlling 
element of his party in the upper 
house. Each, moreover, stood out 
against his State party’s committee. 

Senator Reed had made his op- 
position to the treaty so plain that 
his statement'in favor of the de- 
structive Shantung amendments was 
accepted as a matter of course. 

Had Not Declared Himself. 

Senator Spencer’s position was not 
so well known. He had prev iously 
condemned in general terms any 
amendments calculated to send the 
treaty back to the peace conference, 
but he had not specifically declared 
himself as to the Shantung provi- 
sions. His statement had added in- 
terest from the fact that the State 
committee, seeking, it is believed, to 
embarrass him politically, had or- 
dered him to vote for all the amend- 
ments offered by the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee. 

What Senator Spencer will do on 
the Johnson amendment, which the 
State Committee particularly direct- 
ed him to support, is not yet known, 
but he, left no doubt of his attitude 
toward the Shantung amendments, 
which fall in the same category. 

Declaring that the cession to Ja-

“But although I must, because 
of its tardy commencement, regard 
the present conduct of the U-boat 
war as doubtful of success, it is my 
firm conviction that now, after we 
have declared the submarine war, 
nothing remains but for us to con- 
tinue it with indomitable energy 
until England is forced to give us 
a peace which will be the basis for 
the restoration of our economic 
conditions and an assured position 
in the world. 

“l also believe that we can still 
gain such a result by a war against 
enemy tonnage though it will be 
more difficult and take longer than 
it would previously have done.” 
United States Grew in Power Yearly. 

Even if America had acted in 
1916 as she later did in 1917 we 
would have been in a better posi- 
tion to meet her. Certainly Amer- 
ica would always have desired to 
prevent an absolute defeat of En- 
gland, but in 1916 the submarine 
war could have prevented a com- 
plete overthrow of Germany. |

The English far surpass the Ger- 
mans in determination, cruelty, cyni= 
cal disdain of the enemy and skill in|

Thus, our German folk, in their | 
boundless confidence in foreigners, 
aided by our wavering, saw in the 
English war of starvation which 
brought bankruptcy, consumption, 
a 
people formerly so flourishing, the 
will of a Divine Providence which 
must be borne patiently. 

The destructive effect of our diplo- 
matic blunders in the treatment of 
Wilson, especially from the time of 
the Sussex note to the Mexico tele- 
gram, was alone responsible for the 
astonishing vehemence with which 
the American nation plunged into a 
war so foreign to its own interests. |

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THE ARTS AND CRAFTS EXPOSITION. 

Three Indian women making pottery, Navajo blan- 
hets and Washoe baskets at the Exposition of Indus- 
trial Arts and Crafts, which opened Wednesday night, 
illustrate strikingly the value of art in industry. 
Taking the clay, the wool and the natural fiber, these 
women, by putting beautiful design and skillful 
handicraft on the'cheapest raw material, produce 
beautiful and valuable articles of commerce. The 
material ‘is of little value; the finished article an art 
product of high value. | 

If untutored Indians, by training and practice, ac- 
complish these wonders in art and craftsmanship with 
common materials and crude tools, what cannot be 
accomplished by the highest trained talent, with the 
best tools and machines? 

It is to direct public attention to the necessity of 
design and craftsmanship and their very great value 
as profitable and joy-giving factors in American in- 
dustry that the Exposition of Industrial Arts and 
Crafts was planned and carried into effect by the 
Art League of this city. ¢ 

How the factor of art enters into many and varied 
industries is illustrated at the exposition in both 
handicraft and machine work, which also requires 
for perfection skillful craftsmanship. The art of 
printing and bookbinding in its varied forms is 
shown; the art in newspapér making, from the crude 
metal to the illustrated printed page; the art of 
making beautiful and powerful automobiles; the art 
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in charming draperies, house furnishings and ex- 
quisite furniture; how art may and should be em- 
ployed to combine beauty with utility in all the 
articles that enter into the common life of the 
people, from washing machines to vases, from shoes 
to gowns, from the kitchen to the parlor, is demon- 
strated. 

On another side are the schools of applied art. 
The public schools exhibit methods of training the 
child to design and make articles of beauty and use; 
the School of Occupational therapy shows how dis- 
abled persons may by training contribute to the 
stock of useful and attractive articles. The schools 
of applied art exhibit the higher planes of training in 
design and craftsmanship. 

On the spiritual side there is the field of fine arts 
—architecture, music, painting, sculpture, drama. All 
have expression and demonstration in the exposition, 
with special reference to the brightening of commu- 
nity life and the beautifying: of cities. 

Primarily the exposition'is designed to stimulate 
and instruct, but the exhibits and the varied activi- 
ties demonstrating the necessity of art in industry, 
in individual and community life, are deeply inter- 
esting and enjoyable. There are values and joys for

WAGE INCREASES IN EIGHT INDUSTRIES. 


The weekly pay of workers in eight important in- 
dustries are shown to have increased from 62 to 110! 
per cent since 1914. The eight are the boot and shoe, | 
the metal, the cotton, the wool, the silk, the paper, | 
the rubber, the chemical dndustries. Just why, in| 
the complicated process of adjusting wages to higher | 
living costs, shared by all in like proportion, some 
workers should have had an increase of 62 per cent 
and more fortunate ones an increase of 110 per cent 
is a significant point suggested by the showing. Of 
course, one suspects that the increase has been the 
greatest in the most highly unionized industries. 
Wages in the textile industries have always been 
below safe standards in living costs. It is to be 
feared that the old pitiful proportion has been per- 
petuated as both have gone higher. 


But the figures are eloquent on this point: That, 
as the living-cost level has been heightened, the 
wage level for enormous numbers of workers has 
been heightened in approximately the same degree 
and that further efforts for reaching an equilibrium 
should look to reduction in the livfng-cost level, 
rather than increase in the wage level.
